Back 
in the day, many embroidery collections 
were sold on machine specific cards 
and it could be a laborious process to 
create printed paper templates of the 
designs. I even have a few sets of sturdy 
preprinted plastic templates that were 
manufactured as companion sets to 
those embroidery design collections. 





Today, | am a happier embroiderer 
thanks to all the advances made in 

the home embroidery industry. The 
evolution in machine embroidery 
products, software, and machines has 
made expressing creativity in stitching 
amazingly easy. I'd like to share one of 
my favorites with you, Place and Stitch”

Plan and Position Designs 
Choose your favorite embroidery designs or use 
ADC-272 Jeweled Necklines. 


I selected design #JN137 for the tee neckline. 


The tee is longer than the jacket, which creates 
another area to embroider—the tee hemline. I chose 
designs #JN138-A, JN138-B, JN139, and JN140 to 
embellish the straight hem with neckline designs. 
Designs JN139 and JN140 looked ideal for the front 
yoke areas of the jacket, so I started planning there. 
In the end, I added designs #JN137-A, JN137-B, 
JN138-A, JN138-B, JN139, and JN140. 


I still use printed paper templates; primarily 

for planning the arrangements of designs. With 
embroidery collections available on CDs or as 
downloads, it is so much easier to print templates 
today. 


Nancu’s Tip 


1 like using Translucent Foundation Paper to 
print templates. This paper is easy to see through, 
making it easy for aligning or nesting designs. Be 
sure to trim away excess paper from around the 
design for precise arranging. 


Decide where you want to place embroidery on 
the tee hemline and jacket. I embroidered the tee’s 
neckline front following the instructions included 
right on the CD. 


You could easily merge Place and Stitch Neckline 12 
with the 5" x 7" size neckline designs. 





I determined that Place and Stitch™ Embroidery 
2.0—Clothing would streamline the embroidering of 
the tee hemline and jacket front/back yokes. 


Use Place and Stitch™ Embroidery 2.0—Clothing for 
precise positioning. Be certain to read the complete 
instructions before you begin. Rotate, size, move, or 
mirror each image as desired. The Place and Stitch 
outlines are merged with your selected embroidery 
designs using an edit feature on an embroidery 
machine or embroidery editing software on a PC. I 
used Hemline 2 (5" x 7" and 6" x 10" sizes) for the tee 
hemline and jacket back yoke. 
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Yoke 11 was a perfect match for the jacket front yoke. 


Or, use the design templates from planning the layout 
of embroidery. 


* Position and tape (or pin) the templates in place 
with Sewer’s Fix-It tape on your garment. 


* Try on your garments to make certain you like 
the location of the designs. You don’t want any 
surprises after you’ve completed the embroidery. 








Save the merged/edited designs to a flash drive, 
memory card, computer, or directly to your 
embroidery machine. Make notes of any changes on 
Embroidery Reference Cards. 


Stabilize Garments 

Stabilize the tee using: 

Best Press™ Starch Alternative is helpful to stabilize 
the knit tee front neckline, as well as the front and 
back hem areas. 


Iron the Fusible No-Show Mesh Cut-Away Stabilizer 
to the wrong side of the knit tee to minimize 
distortion. 


Select and hoop water activated Hydro-stick™ Tear- 
away Stabilizer. 


Stabilize the jacket using: 

Best Press™ Starch Alternative may be used to 
stabilize the jacket front and back yoke areas. 
Hoop the water activated Hydro-stick™ Tear-away 
Stabilizer. 


Or, use your preferred techniques. 


Stitch Designs 


Insert a new embroidery machine needle. Attach 
hoop to the machine. 


Hoop the water activated Hydro-stick™ Tear-away 
Stabilizer. 


* Stitch the desired Place and Stitch outline (Color 1) 
on the hooped stabilizer. 


+ Activate the adhesive with a moist sponge. 
+ Position and secure the tee to the activated 
adhesive, aligning garment edge along the stitched 


guideline. 


Embroider the design. 
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NOTE: 

Remember, if you select different thread colors, add 
any note of changes to the Embroidery Reference 
Card. 





Remove garment from the hoop, and gently remove 
excess tear-away stabilizer, then carefully trim the 
excess cut-away stabilizer. 


Hoop another piece of stabilizer. 


Repeat the embroidery process for remaining 
designs. 


Place the embroidery face down on a padded ironing 
surface. Cover with a press cloth; gently press. 


Optional: If you are using templates remember to 
remove them prior to stitching. 


Table Runner and Quilt Blocks 


After having such success with the neckline 
embroidery on a hemline and jacket yoke, I tried the 
same idea on a table runner. Using a combination of 
Pocket 45 (4" x 4" size) and Hemline 1 (5" x 7" or 6" x 
10") I embroidered a perfect edging on a purchased 
table runner. 








That led to embroidering quilt blocks. Use two 
Place and Stitch Pocket 45 (4" x 4") outlines 
combined to create a square outline design. Then 
merge the desired embroidery design(s) within the 
outline. Simply position the quilt block for spot-on 
embroidery.

Develop your embroidery 
skills with t-shirts. T-shirts are 
inexpensive, readily available 
and comfortable to wear. They 
also provide a large canvas 

to place embroidery designs. 
With all that said, it can still be 
a daunting task to know where 
to begin. 


Follow these steps to get the 
creative juices flowing: 


Narrow your options by 
selecting a favorite design theme. 
Check your stash or splurge on a new 
design. Designs are available to fit 


every budget. Many designs are free. “Through the Lens” 


from 
Once you have selected Urban Threads 
a design, consider enhancing your 

t-shirt with text. Choose a font that 


coordinates with the design style. 


If it’s worth stitching, it’s 
worth testing first. This concept 
was foreign to me but I quickly 
realized the value of doing a test 
stitch-out. This step saves grief. 
You can verify your thread 
color choices and guarantee the 
design will stitch as you expect.

Supplies 

1 purchased fleece baby blanket 

1 purchased terry cloth bib 

1 purchased burp cloth 

1 purchased hooded baby towel 

Tear away stabilizer 

Poly mesh cut away stabilizer, fusible poly mesh 
stabilizer 

Water soluble stabilizer 

Embroidery Tool Kit 

Hoop It Up by Eileen Roche and Marie Zinno, 
optional but helpful 


Select the designs from the Amazing Designs Cuddle 
Buddies Collection and print a template of each 
design. Audition the designs on each item. If you 
need to resize, do it in embroidery editing software 
or at the machine. 


Baby Bib 
Owl #106 


The purchased baby bib is the perfect little add-on 
item to almost any baby gift bundle. The cotton knit 
bib is fastened with Velcro in the back of the neck. 
The bib can be easily embellished with ribbon or rick 
rack trim. I do suggest washing the bib and all trims 
before stitching on the bib. 


Place the Children’s Perfect Placement Kit (CPPK) 
Baby Bib template on the bib, aligning the template’s 
curve with the neckline. Position the target sticker 
in the center hole with the cross hair arrow facing 
toward the neck. 





Fuse polymesh cut-away stabilizer on the wrong 
side of the bib. Add the text, "Look Whooo’s 
Hungry", at the embroidery machine. Hoop the bib 
in Snap Hoop Monster. If you have to hoop the bib 
horizontally to accommodate the size of the design, 
rotate the design as needed. 
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Embroider the design and remove 
the bib from the hoop. Carefully 
trim the stabilizer from the wrong 
side of the bib. 


Baby Blanket 
Lamb design #118 


Position the CPPK Blanket 

Corner template on one corner of 
the blanket. Place a target sticker 
in the center hole of the template. 





Remove the template and hoop 
the blanket in the 5" x 7" Snap 
Hoop Monster with cut-away 
polymesh stabilizer. 


To add text to the lamb design 
#118, I used the machine’s built- 
in lettering and merged the 

text around the design. Place a 
piece of water soluble stabilizer 
on top of the fleece and hold 

it with a basting file. Stitch the 


entire design and remove from 
hoop. Carefully trim away excess 
stabilizer from the top and wrong 
side of blanket. 


Burp Cloths 
Zebra #105 and 
Giraffe #101 


Pre-wash the burp cloths and 
press away any wrinkles. Audition 
the ribbon trim at each end of 
the burp cloth and align the 
horizontal line of the CPPK Burp 
Cloth template on the top of the 
ribbon. Position a target sticker 
in the template’s center hole and 
remove the template. The text 
was created from the embroidery 
machine’s built-in fonts. 


Hoop the burp cloth in Snap 
Hoop Monster with tear-away 
stabilizer. Remove any puckers 
and center the burp cloth as best 
as possible; the parallel lines 
should be straight in the hoop. 
Adjust the fabric if necessary. 


Rotate the design if needed to sew 
in the correct orientation. Add 
the text "I’m Wild about Mommy" 
from the machine’s built-in fonts. 
Remove the target sticker when 
the needle is aligned with the 
sticker’s crosshair and stitch the 
first burp cloth. Change Mommy 
to Daddy on the second burp 
cloth and repeat the steps. 


Remove the hoop from the 
embroidery machine and tear 
away the stabilizer. Fold under 
the raw edge of the short sides 
of the ribbon and top stitch. Pin 


the ribbon to the burp cloth. Sew 
the grosgrain ribbon along the 
bottom edge of each burp cloth. 


Hooded Towel 
Frog #104 


A purchased hooded towel can 
be difficult to hoop in a standard 
hoop. Use the smallest hoop 
available for the embroidery 
design. In this case, my 4" x 4" 
Snap Hoop Monster worked 
perfectly. 


If the hood is too narrow for the 
4" x 4" hoop, you could remove 

a few stitches from the edges to 
make it easier to fit. Another 
technique is to hoop adhesive 
tear-away in a standard 4" x 4" 
hoop and turn the hood portion 
inside out. Carefully lay the hood 
on top of the stabilizer. 


In either case, use a Target Ruler 
to properly center a target sticker 
on the hood. Make certain 

the design will be stitched in 

the correct orientation before 
stitching. The knit terry cloth 
fabric is stretchy and a cut-away 
stabilizer should be used. If using 
adhesive tear-away stabilizer, iron 
a piece of fusible poly mesh cut- 
away to the inside of the hood to 
eliminate stretch in the knit fabric 
and protect the terry loops. Add 
water soluble stabilizer to the top 
of the terry cloth fabric. 


Embroider the frog design and 
remove excess stabilizer when 
complete. 
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Sweet Little Pumpkins

Tari’s Tip 


For a smooth project, use 
small amounts of fiberfill 
instead of large pieces. 
The larger pieces appear 
lumpier. 


Look for wool in second 
hand retail stores. Wool 
garments can be cut up and 
used for your pumpkins.

Isacord thread colors: 0015, 0811, 
1114, and 4174

Send design #12639-01 of 
the Stitch ‘N’ Turn Pumpkin 
collection to your machine. 


Step 2. Embroidery 
Lightly spray together two layers 
of OESD Polymesh CutAway 
stabilizer and hoop.

Step |. Prepare to 
print and embroider 
background fabric 


There are a total of four steps 
required to create the Print and 
Stitch piece. You need an inkjet 
printer and a computer with 

the free Adobe Acrobat Reader 
program to read PDF files 

but you do not need any other 
software. Check your Brother 
embroidery machine manual for 





more details on Print and Stitch, 
(defined as combining embroidery 
patterns and printed designs). The 
basic steps are as follows: 


1. Select the design and save the 
background PDF file and the 
template PDF file to USB media. 
Transfer to the computer for 
printing. 


2. Print the background image on 
the fabric sheet. 


3. Print the template onto 
transparent vellum. 


4. Hoop the printed fabric piece, 
align coordinating design, and 
embroider. 


Read on for detailed steps. 


Access embroidery design No.003 
from design menu No.6. 











To preview the background image 
touch the flower icon. To see 

the design and background as it 
will look in the hoop touch the 
preview icon. 





Insert USB media and then touch 
the icon to save the printable 

files to the USB. You will have 
three files but you only need two. 
The third file, (M_2r.pdf) is for 
printing onto iron-on transfer 
material, which requires a reverse 
image of the original background. 
Touch Set and proceed to the 
embroidery screen. 














Transfer USB to the computer. 
Using your specific inkjet 
printer settings, print the saved 
background fabric image (M_2n. 
pdf) file. 
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Print the matching template file, 
(M_2p.pdf) with the placement 
marker, Adhere a Snowman” 
Marker on top of the printed 
marker for better clarity. 














Prep your printed fabric as 
directed by the manufacturer. 
Fuse interfacing to the wrong side 
of your prepared piece. 








Step 2. Embroider 


Hoop adhesive stabilizer in the 
Brother 8" x 12" hoop. Position 
the panel right side up in the 
approximate center of the hoop 
and secure to stabilizer. Tape the 
edges of the printed template on 
top, matching the printed image 
on the template to the image on 
the fabric. Note that the area 
for embroidery includes a ghost 
image of the design to help 

with alignment. Attach hoop to 
machine.

Use the positioning 
keys and the onboard camera to position the 
design so it is in line with the Target Sticker, 
and then remove the marker and embroider the 
design. 
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Revert to the original orientation 
of the design and embroider the 
motif on the opposite yoke in the 
same manner as you did for the 
first. 








Use these same two motifs to 
create a combination design for 
the back yoke area, rotating, 
moving, and spacing the designs 
as necessary to comfortably fit 
the size of your jacket yoke. 


NOTE: 











Keep in mind the jacket yoke 
will need to lay flat so you will 
not be able to fill the entire yoke 
area with the design. Be sure to 
leave a margin for adjusting a 
large design.

If you have embroidery 
software that will read a 
saved machine file you can 


choose to save your yoke 
designs and print templates 
Sor precise placement. Tape 
templates to fabric and 

use the camera to align the 
designs. 
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Throughout this project 
you will see that Iused a 
variety of different hoops. 
Believing there's a tool for 
every task, I like to make 
use of many different hoops 
and stabilizers and use 
the combination that is 
most suited to my specific 
embroidery situation. For 
example: 

* The Snap Hoop Monster 
is ideal for embroidery 
over the yoke seams and 
the iron on tear away 
temporarily firms up the 
stable denim fabric for the 
embroidery process. 

* The printed fabric panel 
needs to lay flat and 
smooth. Interfacing beefs 
up the fabric, and sticky 
tear away in the 8" x 12" 
hoop holds the panel in 
place. 

* The back yoke of a jacket 
can be a bit awkward to 
hoop but it needs to lay 
flat. An oversized hoop 
with sticky stabilizer 
means there's room to 
adjust the position of the 
design before stitching. 


Step 4. Finishing 
Carefully press the Print and 
Stitch piece and trim any uneven 
edges. Lay the jacket flat and 
center the Print and Stitch panel 


below the yoke on the jacket back. 


Secure to the jacket with pins. 


NOTE: 

It’s a good idea to try the jacket 
on to see if you want to adjust 
the position before stitching in 
place. 











Set up the machine for sewing 
and baste the panel in place with 
a very narrow zig zag. Select 

an open decorative stitch and 
adjust the width and length to 
easily cover the ribbon without 
adding bulk. I used a decorative 
serpentine stitch and inserted 
the ribbon into the slot on the 
braiding foot. 





Couch the ribbon over each raw 
edge by stitching the two long 
sides and then the two short sides, 
leaving approximately 4" loose at 
each end for tying. Add beads and 
knot ribbon ends to secure. Trim 
ribbon ends at an angle and treat 
with seam sealant if desired.

Use the open toe foot and attach 
additional trims to other areas of 
the jacket using a zig zag stitch. 


Switch to jeans needle size 
14 when stitching trim. Use 
gzag or long straight stitch 


Jor sewing trims, testing as 


necessary on scrap fabric. 
Add as much or as little as 


you like! It’s hard to know 


when to stop with trims. I 
recommend adding a little 
bit at a time in prominent 
design areas such as collars, 
cuffs, and topstitched 
seams. Remember that all 
trims should be compatible 
with the laundering method

What better way to offer kudos than te create personal banners 
like these. 


The banner is interchangeable! Because each letter is a stand-alone 
reverse appliqué block witha 5" clear vinyl window, you can change 
out the letter fabric easily with any of those charm squares in your 
stash. For example, when you create blocks for the word JOY, you 
could put red and green charm squares for the holidays, pink or blue for 
the baby shower, or the bride’s signature colors for the wedding. You 
may want to cheese colors for the stippling and stiff felt that would go 
with many chan packs.

Perfect Embroidery Pro or other digitizing 
software 


Supplies 

For each letter: 

6 2" square stiff craft felt 

6" square block background fabric 

6 4" square Pellon Craft-fuse or mid-weight 
fusible interfacing 

6 4" square clear vinyl 

Charm squares (5") 

Wash-away mesh stabilizer 

Wonder tape or other narrow two-sided adhesive 
tape 

Small sharp curved scissors to trim appliqué 
fabrics and small heavier craft scissors to trim 
stiff felt 

Assorted chains or cording, clips, decorative 
clothes pins, ribbons, beads, etc. 

Optional: 6" or 6 ¥2" square-up ruler is very 
helpful 


Each block consists of a vinyl letter surrounded by 
quilting stitches on the background fabric with a felt 
frame. Charm squares are taped on the back of the 
block and viewed inside the letters. Follow along to 
make your own. 





At the Computer 
Block 

Select the Artwork — Rectangle 
tool; and draw a 5" square, 

the placement square for the 
background fabric. Copy / Paste 
and change the color of the 
second one, the tack down square 
for the background fabric. Select 
the Artwork — Round tool to 
create a 5" square with rounded 
corners. This square will anchor 
the clear vinyl when floated under 
the hoop. Select ALL / right click 
the Ruler / Center Origin. 


Letters 

See page 44-45. New / File / 
Import TT Text / type the word 
BRAVO in all caps. Use the 
ellipse button to access the font 
list. Choose a font with wide 
open areas to allow as much of 
the charm square as possible to 
appear within the vinyl. These 
banners use Ravie, Showcard 
Gothic, and Snap ITC. Save 
this file as Bravo.c2s. For each 
letter block, copy each letter 
individually and paste it into a 
New screen to create one letter 
block. 


Stipple 

Select the rounded square and 
the artwork letter, Copy / Paste / 
right click, Combine / change the 
thread color / right click, Convert 
To / Complex Fill. Set Fill Type= 
Advanced Stippling and choose 
a pattern from the many listed. 
You may want to set the Pattern 
Length larger than normal—up 
to 20 or 25 if your letter charm 
fabrics are busy. 


Select the artwork letter / right 
click, Convert to / Appliqué. In 
the Properties, place a checkmark 
in the Change Colors / Apply. 


Select the first and second 5 2" 
squares, right click, Convert to / 
Run. 


Frame 

Select the round corner square 

/ Copy / Paste / change thread 
color / change size to 5 2". Paste 
again / change the thread color 

of the newest one / change size to 
4.75". Select both round squares / 
Combine / right click, Convert to / 
Run/ change to Bean at 3 repeats. 
These double squares, now acting 
as one element, will anchor the 
stiff felt to the block. Both the 
outer and inner area of the frame 
will be trimmed away. 


Repeat this procedure for each 
letter. The Sequence order from 
first color to last should be: 
placement square, tack-down 
square, stippling around letter 
"hole", round corner square (to 
anchor vinyl to back), reverse 
appliqué letter, frame.

Copy the first two squares, 
the round corner, and the 
frame. Paste them toa 
New screen and Save As 
BlockBlank.c2s. Using 
this file for each new letter, 
you'll only need to add the 
stippling element and the 
appliqué letter. Be sure to 
put things in the proper 
sequence. 





The Embroidery 
Process 


Following manufacturer’s 
instructions, fuse a 6" square of 
Pellon Craft-fuse to the wrong 
side of each background fabric. 


Hoop wash-away mesh stabilizer 
in the smallest hoop available for 
the 5 4" square design. Stitch the 
color 1, the first square. 
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Place the 6" square of prepared 
fabric over the outline. Stitch the 
second color to anchor the fabric 
to the stabilizer.

Stitch the stippling. 








Remove the hoop; turn it over 
and place it on a table top. Place 
the 6 4" square of vinyl over the 
stitching. Use painter’s tape to 
anchor the vinyl to the stabilizer. 





Press the tape firmly but not 

too hard to jolt the design out of 
registration. Return the hoop to 
the machine. Stitch the rounded 
square to anchor the vinyl to the 
back. Remove the hoop, remove 
the painters tape and return the 
hoop to the machine. Stitch the 
placement and tack down for 
the appliqué letter. Technically, 
you only need one of those stitch 
elements, but I left them both in 
for extra strength with the vinyl. 
Remove the hoop. Make a small 
slit with sharp scissors to help 
start the clipping.

Trim the excess fabric from the 
outside of the stippled square 
and the inside of the letter, being 
careful not to cut the vinyl. 
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Return the hoop and stitch the 
satin border of the letter. 





Place the 6 2" square of stiff craft 
felt over the embroidery, making 
sure to extend evenly past the 
stitching. 


Cut a hole in the center of the stiff 
felt to aid in trimming later. 





Stitch the frame. Remove the 
hoop from the machine and all 
materials from the hoop. With 
small scissors, trim %" away from 


the stitching, both inside and 
outside.

Also trim the excess soluble 
stabilizer.

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Once the trimming is complete, 
soak the block to remove any 
remaining soluble stabilizer. 


When all blocks are dry, audition 
your charm squares behind the 
vinyl. To anchor each charm 
fabric, place Wonder tape across 
the top and bottom of each 
square. 








Once the top of the fabric is 
adhered to the top of the block, 
tug slightly and adhere the 
bottom; this should keep the 
fabric taut behind the vinyl. 


Choose a variety of whimsical 
clips, clothes pins, and magnets 
to anchor your blocks to chain, 
cording, or beading. 


These letter blocks are a bit 
addicting, so you might want to 
go ahead and make the entire 
alphabet—with extra vowels of 
course! That way, you'll be ready 
for all of the special occasions in 
your charmed life.

The design is ready to be Saved 
and Exported in the preferred 
format for your machine.

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Preparation 

Cut two pieces of Aqua Magic 
and overlap them in the middle 
so they are larger than the hoop. 
Hoop the stabilizer. Lay the 
roving on top of the stabilizer so 
it fills the hoop area and is evenly 
distributed. Add Angelina, silk 
roving and other fibers on top as 
desired. Top with a piece of Aqua 
Magic and pin at the four corners, 
ensuring the pins are outside the 
stitching area. 





Hold the hoop up to the light to 
find any areas where the light 
shines through. Add more roving 
if needed to keep the fabric you 
are creating consistently even. 


Karen’s Tip 


To create a lighter weight 
felted fabric, use a sheer silk 
as the base instead of the 
stabilizer. Cut the silk into 
rectangles that are at least 
5" bigger than the pattern 
piece you are making. This 
process uses less fibers 

and the finished result will 
be lighter and finer. You 
should still add stabilizer on 
top of the fibers. 





At the Embroidery 
Machine 


Load the design wirelessly 
through mySewnet™ to the 
DESIGNER EPIC™. Remove the 
upper thread and bobbin from 
the machine. Insert the felting 
needle. The special barbed needle 
will do all the work of felting the 
fibers. Follow the instructions 

in the Felting set to put the cup 
in the bobbin case and to place 
the cover over the feed teeth. 
Touch GO. Attach the hoop 
when prompted. Press the Start/ 
Stop button to stitch the design. 
Stop the machine half way, pull 
back the topper to see if you like 
the way the fibers are felting and 
decide if you need to add more 
fibers. 





Pin the stabilizer back in place 
and complete the embroidery. 
Unhoop when finished. Pull the 
stabilizer off the top. Place new 
Aqua Magic stabilizer in the 
hoop. Position the side that has 
been felting to the left of the hoop 
with at least 1" of felted fabric in 
the stitching area. 





Lay a layer of wool roving in the 
hoop. Add silk roving and other 
fibers as desired. Top with Aqua 
Magic and pin in the corners as 
before. 


Attach the hoop to the machine 
and start the design again. The 
back will require four to six 
hoopings, depending on the size 
of the jacket. Once the fabric is 
bigger than the pattern piece by 
at least 2", wash away the Aqua 
Magic in a sink. Soak in warm 
water for five minutes; rinse. 


Replace the water with hot water 
and a few squirts of Dawn dish 
soap. Soak for a few minutes then 
gently agitate the felted fabric 

for two minutes, Rinse with cold 
water. Wring the water out of the 
fabric. If there are no obvious 
holes, place the fabric in the dryer 
for 15 minutes to encourage the 
felting process. If there are any 
bare spots, roving can be added 
using the felting needle in free 
motion mode or use a hand felting 
tool to felt the fibers in a specific 
area. To reshape the fabric, iron 
using a pressing cloth and steam. 
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Repeat the entire process to 
continue felting fabric for the 
remaining pattern pieces. The 
sleeve and front will need four 
hoopings. When all the pieces are 
felted, rinsed and dried, lay each 
piece flat, place the pattern piece 
on top and cut the felted fabric 
using scissors or a rotary cutter. 


Follow the pattern instructions 
for sewing the jacket. It is possible 
to felt the pieces together in free 
motion with the felting needle, but 
faster to sew them together first. 
Try your jacket on. Adjust the 





fit. The sleeve length, collar and 
front can be shaped or changed 
with scissors or a rotary cutter. 
Press the seam allowances open 
with a pressing cloth and felt them 
in place by adding a small bit of 
roving as you go to hide the seam.

Write 
down what item will be stored in 
each size. Save the text and circle 
designs on a USB stick or send to 
your machine. 





Step 2. Embroider 
Hoop medium weight tear-away 
stabilizer. Merge as many of the 
circle appliqué designs into one 
hooping as possible. 


Stitch the designs in a variety 

of colors, trim the excess fabric 
before the satin edge is complete. 
Remove the embroidery from the 
hoop and set aside.

Trace the inner lid portion onto 
the adhesive double-sided sticky 
sheets. 





Cut the circle shapes with the 
protective paper in place. Remove 
one side of the protective paper 
and place directly on top of each 
inner lid. Smooth any creases or 
wrinkles and remove the other 
sheet of protective paper, lay the 
embroidered circles on top of the 
sticky adhesive. Replace the inner 
lid into the outer lid and place on 
the jar. 


*To keep the inner and outer lid as 
one unit, add a few small dots of 
hot glue. 


To add other embellishments, 
spray paint the outer lid only and 
let dry. Select ribbons and other 
trims and hot glue them to the 
neck of the mason jar. Press in

At the Machine 


Set up the machine for sewing and 
attach the 4" quilting foot. Piece 
the quilt top by placing a 

3" x 6 4" floral sashing section 

to each side of the 6 2" cream 
colored squares. Piece three 
squares to make a row. Make 
three rows. Press the seams 
toward the floral fabric. Piece the 
long sashing strips to the top and 
bottom on each of the rows then 
piece the rows together. 


On a flat surface, create a 
sandwich with the quilt top, 
batting and backing fabrics. To 
hold the layers together; spray 
between the layers with the 
temporary spray adhesive. 


Set up the machine for 
embroidery. Thread the machine 
with black embroidery thread 
and black bobbin thread. Using 
the 200mm x 200mm hoop and 
the tear-away stabilizer, hoop the 
center cream colored square on 
the quilt. Place the hoop on the 
embroidery unit. 


Use the camera to scan the area 
inside the hoop. Select a design 

of your choice from the Amazing 
Designs Heartfelt Doodles Design 
Collection and center the design 
in the middle of the quilt square. 
Embroider the design. Repeat for 
the other eight cream squares. 


Add Color 


On a flat surface, use fabric 
markers to color in the areas on 
five of the embroidered designs as 
shown in the sample. Be creative 
and have fun. I did not color in 
the four remaining squares, but 
you can if you prefer. Press with a 
hot iron to set the ink. 


Finishing 

Trim the quilt to measure 26" 
square. Bind in your preferred 
method.

Heat-away stabilizer may be 
one of the best-kept secrets in 
machine embroidery, especially 
when it comes to creating 
freestanding appliqué. 


Typically used when 
embroidering on delicate 
fabrics like velvet where heat 
is preferred over rinsing out a 
water soluble stabilizer; heat- 
away is removed with an iron. It 
is surprisingly strong, resembling 
plastic food wrap, but having 
just enough elasticity to spring 
out of sight when pulled away 
from satin stitching.

Ae At the Machine 


iw Y a Pumpkin2 has 13 color stops, most 
of which are appliqué placement and 
tack-down. The design is digitized for 
five pumpkin panels. Each pair and 
the center are outlined in different 
‘thread colors. The same thread was 
used for all pumpkin panels and just 
two types of fabric rather than three 
or five. To make the appliqué free 
standing, we skipped color nine, the 
curly green vines. 


@ 
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Keep stabilizer scraps in a 
plastic zip bag and label it 
so you don't mistake it for 
water-soluble film (nota 
good thing). 





Spray the back of the felt with 
temporary adhesive and gently 
press it on the back of the hooped 
stabilizer. 








Painter's tape can also be 
used to hold felt on the back 
of the hoop. 

















Place the hoop on the machine 
and stitch the first color, the 
placement stitch for the pumpkin 
stem. 


Remove the hoop, spray the back 
of the stem fabric with temporary 
adhesive, and finger-press it over 

the placement stitches. 


Reattach the hoop and continue 
with the second color to tack the 
fabric to the stabilizer. Remove 
the hoop, place it on a flat 
surface, and carefully trim the 


extra fabric close to the stitches. 


Be sure to trim threads 

on the front and back 
throughout the project. It 
is much easier to trim as 
you go than to trim threads 
that have been stitched over 
multiple times. 








Place the hoop back on the 
machine and stitch the third 
color, the placement guides for 
the outer pumpkin panels. 





Remove the hoop. Spray the 
back of the appliqué fabric with 
temporary adhesive and position 
it over the placement stitches. Put 
the hoop back on the machine 
and run color four to tack down 
the fabric. 





Remove the hoop and trim the 
appliqué fabric close to the stitch 
lines. 
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Return the hoop to the machine. 
To use the same fabric for the 
three center pumpkin panels, 
stitch color five and seven, 
skipping six. 





Skip color nine, the curly vine. All 
that remains is the satin stitching. 





Remove the hoop from the 
machine. Spray the back of the 
appliqué fabric with temporary 
adhesive and finger-press it in 

the hoop over the placement 
guide. Place the hoop back on the 
machine and stitch colors six and 
eight, the tack down of the three 
center panels. 





When stitching is complete, 
remove the hoop and trim around 
just the outermost tack-down 
stitches. 


Place the hoop back on the 
machine and stitch the last four 
color stops. The first is the stem. 
The rest are the pumpkin panels 
and are all the same color. Make 
sure you have the matching 
thread in the bobbin so the back 
will look as beautiful as the front. 





Turn the hoop over and trim away 
excess felt close to the outside 
stitching. 








Heat-away film holds up well to 
satin stitching. Most of the time, 
it will not totally perforate. If it 
starts to pull apart too much, 
stop the machine and add another 
patch of heat-away stabilizer over 
the areas where satin stitching 
will occur. 


When stitching is complete, 
remove the piece from the hoop 
and gently tear the heat-away film 
from the satin-stitched edges. 


Stitch the 
Sunflowers 


Stitch two of the Sunflower 
Appliqué designs using the same 
method. With just two fabrics and 
less trimming, they stitch quickly. 


Assembling the 
Bunting 


Tack the edges of the sunflowers 
to each side of the pumpkin, using 
a button on the front side. 


Attach a looped cord on each end 
and it’s ready for hanging.

A Interview with 
Cheryl Boatner

| did not want to embrace social media. Facebook?

Studying how people 
use Facebook, Pinterest and Instagram, | realized it was 
a great way to stay informed about what my friends 
were doing, what captivates their interests and to 
learn of their talents.

Cheryl frequently posted photos of her latest 
embroidery projects on social media. Every post 
seemed to show her excelling at ever more advanced 
skills in a short period of time. How is she doing 
this? What is the secret to her success? What is her 
motivation for these projects? These were questions 
| needed to find out. | think you'll find Cheryl’s story 
inspiring and encouraging. Enjoy! 


Denise: Why did you decide to get an 
embroidery machine? 


Chery: For as long as I can remember, I have 
loved personalized things. Anytime my sister 
and I came across embroiderers at craft shows 
and fairs, we were always having our names 
put on our jackets or shirts. I have longed 

for my own personal machine for years, but 

a frustrating sewing experience when I was a 
teenager was always in the back of my mind. I 
told myself if I couldn’t sew, there was no way 
I could ever operate an embroidery machine. 

I lost my sister a year ago to cancer and my 
world changed drastically. As the anniversary 
of her passing approached, I knew I wanted 

to honor her in some way. You see, my sister 
had the soul of a learner. She was constantly 
calling me up telling me of the things she was 
adventuring out to learn; different languages, 
ballroom dancing, canoeing, horseback riding. 
I decided to give sewing a second chance. 

I started sewing things here and there, but 
embroidery was my goal. I took the plunge and 
purchased a machine one month after learning 
to sew, and I have been hooked ever since. 


Denise: Do you have any previous sewing 
skills? 


Cheryl: Does a nervous breakdown count? 
(laughing) When I was about 17, my dad 
thought it would be a great idea to have my 
grandmother teach my sister and me how to 
sew. She came over to the house and we made a 
day of it. My sister, Alana, took to it instantly. 
I, however, felt like pulling my hair out. I knew 
exactly what I wanted the sewing machine to 
do, but I couldn’t even sew a straight line. I am 
a perfectionist to a fault; and I gave up, crying. 
Fast forward 15 years, I called my grandmother 
and asked for a second chance. She was 
ecstatic! I pulled out my sister’s sewing machine 
and we set to work. I sewed as many rice bags 
as I could give away. My confidence and skills 
are steadily increasing! 
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Denise: What model embroidery machine do you 
have? 


Cheryl: A Brother PE 770 embroidery machine. 


Denise: How long have you had your embroidery 
machine? 


Cheryl: Since January of this year, so just a couple 
of months. It was an early birthday present. 


Denise: Did you open the box immediately and 
start stitching? 

Cheryl: Yes! The moment the box arrived, I opened 
it up and started setting it up. I grabbed things 
around the house (like my son’s shoes) and started 
stitching. I might have ruined a pair of good shoes 
and a hoodie here or there, but every mistake came 
with a lesson learned. 


Denise: What was the first item you embroidered? 





Cheryl: The very first thing I embroidered was a 
baby shower gift for my girlfriend. She was having 
a little boy and I had seen all these adorable baby 
shower gifts on Pinterest. I embroidered her baby’s 
monogram on three burb cloths and a bib. 


Denise: Approximately how many items have you 
stitched so far? 





Cheryl: I’ve stitched on approximately 30 things. 
Everything from burp cloths and bibs, to pajamas 
and Easter bunny ears, to my son’s pair of Converse 
chucks and backpacks. My eyes are constantly 
looking for blank canvases to personalize! 


Denise: Do you have a special room for your 
machine? 

Chery!: Currently, my machine is in our bedroom 
on acorner desk. As my stash of fabric and supplies 
grow bigger and bigger, it’s in my mind to convert my 
children’s playroom into a sewing room. Especially 
since most of my sewing ventures take place after 
everyone is asleep and my dear husband is forced to 
sleep with pillows piled on top of his head to muffle 
the noise. He has yet to verbally complain, though. 


Where are you learning to use your machine? 


Cheryl: I have become a big fan of YouTube 
videos and a Facebook group PE 770 Machine 
Embroidery for Newbies. I use these two sources for 
troubleshooting and ideas. 





Denise: Long term: what items are you hoping to 
try embroidering someday? 


Cheryl: I’m hoping to incorporate embroidery 
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into quilting. My mother loves hummingbirds and 
butterflies, so I know I’ll be trying those pretty soon, 
too. 


Denise: Do you plan on starting a home business 
or just keep it as a hobby? 


Cheryl: For the time being, it will remain a hobby. 
I want to keep it fun and flexible! 


Denise: What have been the reactions of your 
friends and family when you show them what you 
have made? 


Cheryl: My friends and family have been 
amazingly supportive and encouraging! It was 10 
PM one night a few weeks ago when I was stitching 
and my thread ran out. I started to panic before my 
husband kindly volunteered to run to our 24-hour 
Walmart and pick up a new spool of thread. It was 
very sweet! 


Denise: What advice would you give to other 
people in your age group who are curious about 
machine embroidery? 


Chery!: Do it! My only regret is not starting 
sooner. I questioned my ability to embroider because 
my lack of confidence in sewing. I think that’s a big 
misconception! Extraordinary sewing skills aren’t a 
requirement! 


Denise: What have been some of the positive 
effects from adopting this new hobby? 


Cheryl: Since starting embroidery, I feel a 
newfound spark of creativity! It’s like painting with 
an endless supply of colors and patterns. I have less 
stress and anxiety, and feel mentally relaxed! 


Denise: Where do you get your inspiration? 


Cheryl: My inspiration comes from my kids 
and from being a mom. I love making things for 
them that reflect their personality and interests. 
I’m currently working on a pair of pajamas for my 
daughter that has a rainbow appliqué on it. She’s 
absolutely in love with everything rainbows right 


now, so I can’t wait to see her expression when I’m 
finished. 


Denise: Where do you buy your supplies? 


Cheryl: I shop at Walmart, Hobby Lobby, JoAnn’s, 
and Hancocks for fabric, thread, and other supplies. 
For my appliqués and fonts, I usually use 
Theltch2Stitch.com, AppliqueMarket.com, or Etsy. 


Denise: What has been your biggest hurdle? 


Cheryl: My biggest hurdle so far has been using 
stabilizer correctly. I had no idea how many different 
kinds there are and how important it is to match the 
stabilizer with the kind of fabric you use. I am still 
learning. I feel like I need a cheat sheet to use that 
matches stabilizer with fabric, and I’m sure it’s out 
there somewhere. I just need to find it. 


Denise: What one project are you most proud of so 
far? 





Cheryl: I am probably most proud of a recent baby 
shower gift that a friend requested. She wanted a 
message embroidered on a “bed buddy” blankie for 
a family member, but she didn’t want the embroidery 
to show through on the other side. The only way 

to do it was to unstitch the seam, embroider on it, 
and resew. I was nervous, but excited. It ended up 
beautiful, and I gained confidence in my sewing 
skills. I can’t wait to do another one!
